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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments as set forth in Appeal Brief, dated 27 February 2004 are 

persuasive. 

Claims 1 and 1 7 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the 
prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, "each lenslet pixel corresponding with and 
operable to produce a complete 3D pixel" as set forth in the claimed combination. 
Claims 2-16 and 18-24 are also allowable based upon their dependence on claims 1 
and 17 respectively. 

Claim 25 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest, "each pixel module having a respective fly's eye 
lenslet and being operable to produce a complete 3D pixel" as set forth in the claimed 
combination. Claims 26-28 are also allowable based upon their dependence on claim 
25. 

Claim 29 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the priorart 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest, "selected two-dimensional image may be projected 
. from the lenslet to form at least one complete 3D pixel" as set forth in the claimed- 
combination. Claims 30-32 are also allowable based upon their dependence on claim 
29. 
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The prior art of record, Woodgate teaches a system for displaying a three- 
dimensional image comprising a plurality of lenslet modules with each module defined 
in part by a respective lenslet, a plurality of two-dimensional moving image sources 
associated with and forming a portion of the lenslet pixel modules and the lenslet pixel 
modules cooperating with each other to form a projector array for displaying the three- 
dimensional image. However, the prior art does not teach that each lenslet pixel 
corresponds with and is operable to produce a complete 3D pixel and there is no 
motivation or teaching to modify this difference as derived.
